Fort Wayne—Mr. Richard Pat- 
tee, educator, author and lecturer, 
who delivered sixty lectures all 
over Spain under the auspices of 
Spanish Catholic Action in 1947, 
will speak on “What Spain Looks 
Like Inside” at the fourth lecture 
of the current Catholic Evidence 
Series at 8:30 p.m., Sunday, March 
21, in the Central Catholic High 
School Auditorium, this city. Mr. 
Pattee’s subject is in keeping with 
the 1947-48 general “This is a 
Year for Decision” theme. 
Educated in the Catholic ._Uni- 
versity of America and the Uni- 
versity of Louvain, Belgium, the 
speaker has lectured in many 
American, Canadian and Latin- 
American universities. He is a 
gifted newspaper and magazine 
writer and the author of many 
publications including “The Cath- 
olic Revival in Mexico.” On a six 
weeks’ lecture tour in this coun- 
try, the speaker is at present re- 
siding in Switzerland on a three 
year assignment to Europe for the 
National Catholic Welfare Confer- 
ence for liason with European 
Catholic organizations.

Coronation Jubilee Of Pope 


Similarity Of Reigns Of St. Gregory, 
Pope Pius Stressed By Bishop; Papal 
Delegate, Envoys Of 20 Nations, Attend 


Washington, March 12—(NC)—Although separated by 
13 centuries, there is a striking similarity between the reigns 
of Pope St. Gregory the Great and His Holiness Pope Pius 
XII, brought about by the chaos and hazards which con- 
front the peoples of the world today, Bishop Henry T. Klon- 


owski, Auxiliary of Scranton, 


emphasized in his sermon at 


a Solemn Mass here today which? site 


commemorated the ninth anniver- 
sary of the coronation of the Holy 
Father. 


His Excellency, Archbishop Am- 
leto Giovanni Cicognani, Apostolic 
Delegate to the United States, and 
Archbishop Patrick A. O’Boyle, of 
Washington, occupied thrones in 
the Sanctuary during the Mass, 
which was offered in the National 
Shrine of the Immaculate Concep- 
tion on the campus of the Catholic 
University of America. 


Among other dignitaries present 
were Bishop John M. McNamara, 
Auxiliary of Washington; Msgr. 
Howard J. Carroll, General Secre- 
tary of the National Catholic Wel- 
fare Conference; members of the 
diplomatic corps from more than 
20 countries, members of the fac- 
ulty and students of the Catholic 
University, and members of the 
headquarters staff of the N.C.W.C. 
The Mass was offered by Msgr. 
John J. Reilly, Director of the 
Shrine. 


After recalling the commission 
given to St. Peter as the first Pope 
by Our Lord, Bishop Klotiowski de- 
scribed the arduous tasks which 
fall upon the Holy Father. He 
said: “As Chief Shepherd he will 
lead his sheep to good pastures. 
While nurturing them, he will rule 


them and direct them lest they 
stray from the flock. He will 
watch lest they approach harmful 
pastures. Vigilant, he will protect 
them lest they be snatched by ra- 
pacious wolves. He will seek the 
lost sheep. Nor will he be indiffer- 
ent to the sheep who are not of his 
fold.” 

Dealing with the similarity of 
the reigns of Pope St. Gregory I 
who ruled from 590 until 604, an 
Pope Pius XII, Bishop Klonowski 
said: 

“Both were born in Rome. Both 
commenced their pontificates when 
the world was in chaos. St. Greg- 
ory, spiritual son of St. Benedict, 
stood ‘amid the swords of the 
Lombards.’ Pius XII stood amid 
the bombs of World War II. In 
both instances frightful conditions 
prevailed. Gregory had his im- 
poverished and sick victims, ref- 
ugees and displaced persons. Pius 
has faced the same problems. 

“As in time of peace so during 
war St. Gregory organized and 
supervised systematic relief—sup- 
plying clothing, food and money. 
Pius XII has done likewise, sup- 
ported, may we add, by notable 
assistance from organized relief 
amongst the faithful in the United

10,000 More Priests And 125,000 
Sisters Needed In United States, 
Msgr. Sabo Tells Serra Club 


Describes Present Shortage In South Bend- 
Mishawaka Area And Points To Possibilities If 
Supply Were Adequate; Urges Vocations 


South Bend, Ind.—The Catholic Church is growing so 
rapidly in the United States that 10,000 more priests and 
125,000 sisters are urgently needed for parish, teaching, hos- 
pital, charitable and other activities, the Rt. Rev. Msgr. John 
Sabo, Dean of the Clergy of South Bend, said on March 12 at 
a luncheon meeting of the South Bend Serra Club at the

Hotel LaSalle. > 


The luncheon was attended by 
nearly 50 local Catholic business 
and professional men who are in 
process of becoming charter mem- 
bers of the club. Monsignor Sabo 
spoke on “The Importance of Reli- 
gious Vocation.” 


Commenting on local conditions, 
Monsignor Sabo stated that if 
sufficient priests, brothers and sis- 
ters were available it would be 
possible to greatly increase Catho- 
lic high school and grade school 
facilities here, to establish a ju- 
venile detention home for boys 
and a similar one for girls, both 
to be conducted under Catholic 
auspices, and to solve other prob- 
lems concerning expansion of Cath- 
olic activities in the South Bend- 
Mishawaka area. This community 
also needs about four additional 
Catholic parishes, he added. 

Practically all of the local Cath- 
olic schools are understaffed, he 
continued, and the demand for 
Catholic education continues to 
increase rather than diminish. The 
result is that many

There is such a shortage of Cath- 


olic grade school teachers here, 
he said, that many sisters who 
have degrees qualifying them to 
teach in high school and even in 
college are teaching in grade 
schools to help overcome this 
shortage. Local Catholic schools 
also could enroll many more stu- 
dents if additional teachers could 
be secured from various orders of 
teaching brothers and sisters, he 
declared. The orders themselves 
are anxious to assist but they are 
handicapped by lack of personnel, 
he et and the only way to 
supply this personnel is by in- 
creased vocations. 

Monsignor Sabo appealed to the 
Catholic families of this commun- 
ity to take a more active part 
in supplying young men and young 
women anxious to dedicate their 
lives to the service of God and 
their fellowmen in religion. Never 
before has there been such an 
opportunity for priests, brothers 
and sisters to do so much good, 
he pointed out.

ECENTLY a Hungarian gentle- 

man, who was visiting this 
country when the World War 
broke out in 1939, and who was, 
therefore, unable to return to his 
native land, said to the writer:

Latest Supreme Court Ruling 


about the 

Supreme Court decision on 
the legality of instructing public 
school children in religion during 
the school week? 


We believe that the decision was 
based entirely on the letter of the 
Constitutional principle that the 
Church and State should be separ- 
ate. An unanimous Supreme Court 
decision back in 1922, we believe, 
emphasized the fact that the 
schools hold the place of parents, 
the evident implication of which 
is that the wishes of parents 
should be respected by the school 
authorities. On that theory par- 
ents have the right to ask that 
religious instruction become a part 
of their children’s education. The 
right of the majority of parents 
may not, of course, infringe on a 
similar right of the minority, who 
may not wish their children to 
have religious instruction. The 
latter, in that case, should be ex- 
cused, as they have been where- 
ever released time instruction has 
obtained. 

But the thing which, in our 
mind, is most unfortunate, is that 
the appeal to the Supreme Court 
of the United States came from a 
“professed atheist,” who empha- 
sized the fact that she was an 
atheist, and who was backed by 
anti-Christian organizations of 
every type.

Without Representation? 


If, in colonial days, “taxation 
without representation was tyran- 
ny,” is it not the same today? If

he Christian Democratie Party 
in Italy came into being dur- 
ing the clandestine period between 
1941 and 1943. It began to take 
form and organization in Rome 
the latter year under the leader- 
shop of De Gasperi, who may be 
said to be the heir of the social- 
political thought of Don Sturzo.

In later centuries Popes and 
Bishops were imprisoned or exiled; 
kings and emperors set up rival 
Popes in order to divide the flock 
of Christ.

Do Jewish Rabbis today claim 
that they are successors of the 
priesthood of Aaran? 


Most of them do not and, of 
course, none of them could prove 
that they are such successors. 
There is no longer, of course, a 
tribe of Levi, from which the Jew- 
ish priesthood was taken. 

Writing on the Jewish priest- 
hood Rabbi Louis Epstein of 
Brookline, Massachusetts, recently 
said: 

“In the course of time the priest 
and sacrificial cult gave way for 
rabbinical orders. One Rabbi was 
ordained by another Rabbi, rabbin- 
ical succession dating back to 
Moses.” The link in the chain was 
lost. (just like the link in the An-} 
glican chain.) “There was no or- 
dained Rabbi left in ‘the land of 
ordination,” Palestine. 

“We have a kind of ordination 
for Rabbis now, but this ordination, 
Simikah (laying on of hands) as 
we call it, is only a certification of 
the incumbant’s knowledge of the 
law, without any authority except 
such local power as is conferred 
upon him by his appointment to

During the past century Catholic 
Bishops in Germany were exiled; 
during this century they were ex- 
iled from Mexico and from Russia; 
Catholie schools were closed in 
France and in Italy and in other 
countries during our own lifetime. 

Q—What has been the result ef 
such persecution ? 

A—The Catholic is the predomi- 
nant religion in England today, the 
most virile in Germany and in 
Holland, and has come back strong 
in Mexico, France, Italy and in 
other countries where it was 
persecuted. France and Italy have 
many indifferent Catholics and 


many infidels, due to the introduc- 


tion of anti-christian instruction 
into the schools for two genera- 
tions. But for them it would be 
Catholicism or nothing. 

Today the Church is practically 
outlawed in Russia and in the 
many countries under her domi- 
nation. Here Bishops have been 
killed or banished, and great many 
of her clergy executed—but the 
ultimate story of history will be 
the same. The persecutors will 
suffer defeat and the Church 
emerge victorious.

HILE we are on this subject 

of being proud of our Faith 

e might just as well come out 

with some other things too. So 
here goes. 

Every so often you'll hear a 


(Catholic tell how prejudiced the’ 


Protestants, or the Jews aré,~in 
his particularly community or 
own. Youll hear him say that 
Catholics don’t “get a break” at 
all. He claims that the Protes- 
nts, the Jews, the Masons and 
everybody else are always gang- 
ing up against the Catholics. He 
tells everybody who comes to town 
whether they come for business or 
what-not, that they won’t get any 
place in this town if they are a 
Catholic .. . and so on! 


I know that this is often true. 
But it is often just as true that a 
great deal of this is not so much 
the fault of the Protestants or the 
Jews or the Masons as it is the 
Catholics themselves. Suppose I 
ask the question: what happens 
Fif you turn out the only light in 
‘the room? You’ll answer, (and 
quickly, because you are undoubt- 
edly a bright student) that the 
room will be in the dark! 


Well that’s the case for many 
Protestants, Jews and non-Catho- 
lies, They are “in the dark” about 
the Catholic Church. They don’t 
understand it.

Why Not Be A Saint?

slaves is St. Peter Claver. 
Graduated from the University of 
Barcelona, Peter decided to devote 
his life to the service of the Lord. 
Learning the sad plight of the 
slaves, Peter cast his. lot with 
them. In 1610 he landed at Carte- 
gena, where for forty-four years 
he was the servant and the pro- 
tector of the unfortunate blacks 
who were torn away from their 
homes in Africa to be beasts of 
burden for the white man. 


Early in the seventeenth cen- 
tury the masters of Central and 
South America needed laborefs to 
cultivate the soil and exploit the 
gold mines, The coasts of Guinea, 
the Congo, the Angola became the 
market for slave dealers. To these 
traffickers petty kings sold their 
subjects and their prisoners. Be- 
cause of its position in the Carib- 
bean Sea, Cartagena became the 
chief slave mart of the New World. 


Each month saw a thousand or 
more brought to its port. The 
slaves were bought for a dollar 
and sold for two-hundred dollars. 
Even though half the cargo might 
die, the traffic remained enormous- 
ly profitable. Neither the censures 
of the Pope nor the protests of 
churchmen could prevail against 
the greed of the merchants. Un- 
able to suppress the vile traffic, the 
missionaries strove to alleviate it. 


“Black Cattle” 


Foremost among these mission- 
aries was Peter Claver. He met 
each boat and took the fear-crazed 
slaves under his special care. Their 
condition was pitiable in the ex- 
treme. They had been packed in 
bundles of six, with chains around 
their necks and ankles, wedged 
under decks where no sunshine 
ever penetrated and in a stench 
into which no white officer would 
put his head for fear of his faint- 
ing. Once in twenty-four hours 
they would be given water and 
maize. They were called “black 
cattle” and treated as such. About

for them, they were indeed objects 
of pity. Despite their awful stench, 
Peter washed them, dressed their 
sores, made beds for them, clothea 
them, spoke words of kindness to 
them, Beneath the repulsive coun- 
tenance of each of them Peter saw 
the lineaments of the gentle face 
of Christ, and he caught an echo 
of the divine voice whispering: 
“Amen I say to you, as long as 
you did it to one of these my least 
brethren, you did it to me.” If 
each of them had been a king, 
Peter could not have been kinder 
to them. 


His solicitude was not limited to 
their physical needs but embraced 
their spiritual wants as well. He 
instructed them in the teachings 
of Christ and baptized them. He 
inquired of the needs of each and 
defended them against their op- 
pressors. He visited the villages 
into which the slaves were sent 
and continued to minister to them 
and to attempt to curb the brutal- 
ity of their masters. 

The Basic Truth 

Opposition came not only from 
slave traders but also from s0- 
called Christians who thought 
that Peter profaned the sacraments 
by his administering them to these 
“black cattle,” who, they intimated, 
scarcely possessed a soul. Fashion- 
able women of Cartagena refused 
to enter the churches where Peter 
conducted services for the slaves. 
Thus was he caught between the 
fire of the greedy slave merchants 
and that of the influential members 
of the Christian community. 

Here a strange thing happened. 
Peter had been of a timid and non- 
assertive nature. But now that 
danger was threatening his flock, 
his latent courage rose to a flame. 
Manfully did he stand his ground 
and continue to blaze a new trail 
of kindliness and mercy for the 
downtrodden and enslaved black 
man. Engaging in no recrimina- 
tion, bearing his humiliations pa- 
tiently, Peter worked harder than 
ever—if that were possible—to 
win for his flock in the eyes of all 
the essential dignity of human 
personalities made in the image 
of God. 

Peter knew that if that basic 
truth could be driven home to the 
conscience of all Christians, its 
implications would inevitably trace 
themselves out in the amelioration 
of the black men’s lot and in their 
eventual emancipation,

HERE is @ certain standard of 

fair-play recognized all over 
the world, saying that it’s wrong 
to murder, that we ought to treat 
others as we want to be treated 
ourselves, that we shouldn’t steal, 
and so forth, This standard is 
called the Natural Law—a set of 
principles put in us by Almighty 
God Himself. 

Now this idea of a God-given 
Natural Law is a matter of su- 
preme importance—for if God has 
given us duties, it means that He 
has given us rights corresponding 
to those duties. (A right goes with 
a duty the way a light-bulb goes 
with a socket.) 

For instance, if we have the. 
duty of keeping our hands off what 
belongs to other people, then we 
have the right to expect that they 
will keep their hands off what be- 
longs to us. In other words, we 
have the duty of respecting other 
people’s rights, just as they have 
the duty of respecting our rights. 

But if our rights and duties 
spring from the Natural Law, and 
if that Natural Law has been put 
in us by Almighty God, then our 


human power can take them away 
from us. 

If, then, a government should 
enact a law seeking to deprive us 
of one of our natural rights, that

the reach of dictators. Hitler,

by Thomas Jefferson. In this docu- 
ment, they included a forceful 
statement of the principles on 
which our government was later to 
be founded. Listen to this—it’s 
from the second paragraph of the 
Declaration: 

We hold these truths to be 
self-evident; that all men are 
created equal, that they are en- 
dowed by their Creator with 
certain unalienable Rights, that 
among these are Life, Liberty, 
and the Pursuit of Happiness. 
That to secure these rights 
Governments are instituted 
among Men, deriving’ their 
powers from the consent of the 
governed. That whenever any 
Form of Government becomes 
destructive of these ends, it is 
the Right of the People to alter 
or to abolish it, and to institute 
new Government, laying its 
foundation on such _ principles 
and organizing its powers in 
such form, as to them shall most 
likely to effect their Safety and 
Happiness. 


The Basis of Democracy 

There we have a clear statement 
of Natural Law as the basis of 
American democracy: God gave us 
certain rights—corresponding, of 
course, to the duties imposed by 
His Law. The main business of a 
government is to make and keep 
those rights safe against violation, 
And when a government fails to do 
that, it usurps its authority, be- 
comes illegal, and no longer has a 
claim on the obedience of its citi- 
zens, at least as far as those un- 
natural laws are concerned. 

Now that we've had a glimpse 
at the tremendous importance of 
the Natural Law, let’s go back 
and try to fill in a few of the 
details so that we'll have a more 
complete picture of the set-up. 

Pushing it back as far as we can 
go, we arrive at the mind of God 
Himself—all wise, all powerful. 
That great and infinitely vast 
mind has a plan for the working 
of all things. Just as an architect 
knows precisely where everything 
should fit in, just as an engineer 
has a place for every part, from 
the colossal geared wheels down to 
the tiniest cotter-pin, in somewhat 
the same way, God knows how 
every least detail should functin 
throughout the whole of His uni- 
verse. He made it. He’s the archi- 
tect, the engineer. And we call that 
plan of His (really, the workings 
of His mind) the Eternal Law. 

Insofar as that Eternal Law 
governs the things around us, we 
call it the Law of Nature, that 
includes the principles of physics

But it is her propaganda against 
the United States, which has done 
so much harm even in western 
Europe—in Italy, France and Ger- 
many. 


We have had a glorious oppor- 
tunity since tne end of the war 
to win the confidence of the peo- 
ple of those nations first by nail- 
ing every lie emanating from 
Moscow or from those who locally 
represent the Soviet regime, and 
then by insisting, through some 
media of propaganda of our own, 
that we have no ulterior motives 
behind our relief policy, or behind 
our effort to protect them against 
Communism. There is no doubt 
about propaganda being more dis- 
astrous than the atomic bomb. 


In Italy during the last two 
years Communists have been try- 
ing to woo Catholics into their 
ranks by representing that there 
was no conflict between Christ- 
ianity or Catholicism and Commun- 
ism. The people were told differ- 
ently by their Church, but the Com- 
munist working at the side of the 
Catholic in factory or elsewhere 
would assure him that the Church’s 
position was one of mere prejudice 
and of misunderstanding. 


Now that the Church has spoken 
again, and officially, the Commun- 
ist is charging it with meddling in 
politics, and because the Italian 
has believed for a century that 
the Chureh should not have any 
part of politics, he thinks the 
Communist has an argument.

The First Word Our Lord is re- 
corded as speaking in the Scrip- 
ture is at the age of twelve: “I 
must be about my Father’s busi- 
ness” (Luke 2:49). During His 
public life, He re-affirmed this 
dedication to His Father’s will: “I 
do always the things that please 
Him” (John 8:29). Now on the 
Cross,.when He goes out to meet 
death’ by freely surrendering His 
Life, His last words are: “Father, 
into thy hands I commend my 
spirit” (Luke 23:46).

Te recent resignation of A. N. (Bo) McMillin as head éoach and 
director of athletics at Indiana University takes a colorful and 
highly capable performer out of the collegiate ranks and installs him 
with the professional elite. McMillin, a fine Catholic gentleman, has 
long been one of the most popular coaches in the collegiate game and 
all of us who know him well will regret that he is leaving to go over 
on the other side of the tracks.

In fairness to his family, Bo could hardly turn down the seven- 
year contract offered him by the Detroit Lions of the National 
Football League at a reported annual salary of approximately 
$35,000. His salary at Indiana called for $12,500 a year as head 
football coach and director of athletics. The difference between 
$245,000 and $87,500 in seven years would make almost anyone 
move along to greener pastures. 
McMillin does not drink or smoke, but manages to get rid of 
his spare change in another manner. He is one of the softest

Your Excellency will be pleased 
to learn that the Braille edition 
of your book has accomplished a 
great amount of good within the 
few months in which it has been 
circulated among the sightless, It 
is sent out repeatedly in response 
to many requests from the blind 
who are anxious to learn, from an 
authoritative source, what the 
Catholic Church actually is and 
teaches. Your Excellency’s book 
was instrumental in the conver- 
sion of one blind woman who re- 
ceived her first Holy Communion 
during the Midnight Mass last 
Christmas.

French Leader Lauds Church's 
View Of Marriage, Says Broken 
Homes Cause Youth Delinquency

Paris, March 15—(NC)—“In the proportion of 80 per 
cent, children who appear before the courts in the region of 
Paris come from homes disorganized by divorce and separa- 


tion, or based on free unions. 


One can say that the juvenile 


delinquent comes almost always from a home that is not 


normally constituted.” 
This affirmation made recently 
by Judge Chadefaux, who presides 


lover the Paris tribunal for chil1- 


ren, was cited before the Council 
of the Republic by Georges Pernot, 
former minister of justice, who re- 
presents France on the Social and 
Economic Council of the United 
Nations. 


M. Pernot cited even more im- 
pressive figures from the reseach- 
es of Dr. He ver, specialist in the 
field of juvenile delinquency, who 
showed that of 400 young people 
arrested during the year 1942, 88 
per cent came from broken homes. 


“Perhaps I shall not scandalize 
anyone,” Mr. Pernot declared, re- 
ceiving warm applause when he 
had finished, “if I declare that, as 
a Catholic, the principle of the in- 
dissolubility of marriage appears, 
in the light of experience, as one 
of the most salutary rules of so- 
cial discipline, proving, as some- 
one has said, the eternal youth of 
the Gospel.” 

Here are further statistics cited 
by M. Pernot: In 1936, the num- 
ber of children before the special 
eourts for minors was 10,879; in 
1988, on the eve of the war, the 
number had risen to 13,310; in 
1944, it reached 23,384 and in 1946 
the figure was 31,000. According 
to Dr. Heuyer, 94 per cent of ju- 
venile delinquents come from cities, 
six per cent from rural areas. 


After disorganization of the 
home, M. Pernot cited as principal 
causes of juvenile delinquency the 
demoralizing influence of motion- 
pictures and indecent literature.

“He made these words, 
justice and liberty, ring in the 
ears of rulers and ruled alike. So, 
too, Pius has incessantly pro- 
claimed to the world the principles 
of justice, liberty and love—in his 
eleven Encyclicals, many allocu- 
tions and numerous interviews; 
over the air and through the 
press. 

“For both pontiffs the basis and 
deepest source of their character 
and external work lies in a pro- 
found inner life. As St. Gregory 
is accorded the distinction of be- 
ing the founder of a new era, the 
Middle Ages, so may the prin- 
ciples enunciated by Pius XII and 
his indefatigable labors for their 
realization, usher in a new and 
lasting epoch of peace, progre.s 
and happiness. Surely the lives 
and works of these two Popes— 
separated though by 138 centuries 
of time—bring out in bold -relief 
against the background of their re- 
spective ages, conspicuous exam- 
ples of the role of the Vicar of 
Christ as Common Father, who 
binds his children by love into one 
family of Christ.”

Notre Dame, Ind.—According to 
an announcement made in the cur- 
rent edition of its Monogram News, 
the Notre Dame National Mono- 
gram Club will present the Rev. J. 
Hugh O’Donnell memorial trophy 
to the winner of the 1948 National 
Gridiron Championship as deter- 
mined by the Associated Press poll. 
The announcement was made ty 
Joseph Boland, Monogram Club 
President, 1m conjunction with the 
tev. John H. Murphy, C.S.C., Uni- 
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versity Vice-President and Chair-| 
man of the Faculty Board in Con- | 
trol of Athletics. 


The Rev. J. Hugh 


C.S.C., became one of Notre Dame’s | 
greatest presidents during the dif- 


ficult yea! 
was also one of the founders, and 
the first president, the Notre 
Dame Monogram Club in 1916 and 
had been a monogram winner cn 
the 1915 football squad. 
on June 12, 1947. 
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The practice of presenting tro-| 


phies emblematic of the national 
football championship was begun 
in 1924 by Jack F. Rissman, Chi- 
cago sportsman. In 1930, having 
won the championship for the third 


time, Notre Dame retired the Riss- | 


man trophy and thereupon put the 
Knute K. Rockne trophy in com- 
petition. Minnesota retired’ the 
Rockne trophy in 1940. The Min- 
nesota “M” club perpetuated the 
idea by donating the Dr. Henry L. 
Williams trophy, named in honor 
of the man who coached the Gol- 
den Gophers from 1900 to 1921. 
Notre Dame retired the Williams 
trophy at the end of 1947 season 
and now the Rev. J. Hugh O’Don- 
nell trophy will be awarded to the 
winner of the mythical title each 


year until some school wins the 
championship for a_ third time 
thereby earning permanent pos- 
session. 

Following the plan set up by the 
Minnesota “M” Club, miniature 


trophies will become the perman- 
ent possession of the schools win- 
ning the title each year, certificates 
will go to all squad members and 
the O’Donnell trophy will be put 
in their keeping for a one year 
period. 

The Rissman and Rockne trophy 
winners were determined annually 
by the Dr. Frank G. Dickerson sys- 
tem of rating. The O’Donnell tro- 
phy, as was the Williams trophy, 
will be adjudged from the result 
of the final Associated Press poll 
each season. 


In sponsoring the O’Donnell tro-
